Wo cannot cull to mind an act of tho 
Soymour administration that haB 
givon bucIi universal satisfaction" as 
tho introduction of tho bill to redoem 
tho real estate illegally soized and sold 
for taxes by Governor Kennedy. On 
tho Island thoro is scarcely a disaon- 
tient voico, and wo are sure that tho 
proposal will meot with general ap- 
probation on tho mainland la this 
young Oolony there is nothing of moro 
importancei than to preserve unclouded 
tho titles to roal estato. In other Stales 
on tho coast squatter riots, originating 
in dofoctivo titles, havo been of fre» 
quant and bloody occurronco ; and 
tho confusion of titles has given rise 
to entiles* litigations. It is not do* 
Birablo that tho British Colonies on the 
Pacifio should lurnish ground for a 
repetition of scones of a I'ko character. 
As tho law was interpreted — or, rather, 
ajipliod — by Governor Kennedy, no 
man's roul ostato was safe from seizure 
and sale. A man might pay his taxes 
over and over again and produce 
Treasury receipts to prove that ho had 
dono so j yot if tho colonial books furs 
nifhed no ovidence of the fact, his 
property wont under tho hammer, and 
tho excuse lor tho perpetration of this 
monstrous pieco of injuatico was based 
upon a clauso in tho Real Estate Tax 
Act which says that notwithstand- 
ing any informality or irro^ularity 
tho salo shall bo valid," Was a 
greater pieco of tyranny ovor hoard 
Of? The unlortunaio owner of a lot 
might faithfully discharge all hU lia- 
bilities to tho Government, but if the 
officer to whom he paid his taxes proved 
to bo a thief, ho could not save his homo 
from a forced salo excopt by paying 
his taxos over again. Wo arc aware, 
however, that somo lots were disposed 
ol for a trifle tho owners of which had 
■wilfully neglected their duty towards 
tho Government; but oven tho rights 
of this class woro invaded and tho 
law violated by tho lailuro of 
tho Government to enforce tho salo of 
their goods and chattels bef'uro laying 
hands upon their realty. Heal estate 
is always considered the safest invest- 
ment for money — it can noithor bo 
carried away nor burned up. Hut tho 
illegal act of Governor Kennedy in 
soiling tho property created a furling 
of insocurity among owners and mort- 
gagees that has provod highly in- 
jurious and has tondud to depreciate 
tha value of real estate. It is to atone 
for tho illegality oi thoso sales that 
tbo Redemption Bill has boon brought 
forward. As a matter of low, tho bill 
is unnecessary. The title of the 
owners who were dispossessed of their 
property was not weakened by tho 
salo, because tho seizure was Illegally 
made ; but tho purchasers— although 
they cannot hold tho lar.d — havo a 
grievance against tho Government 
that must be redressed. This principle 
in law is well known: A. steals u horse 
from B. and sells it to 0. j tho latter 
must deliver up tho bori o to A. upon 
proof of ownership, and B. may bo 
punished for his crime. In tho case 
under consideration, thu Government, 
through tho Shoriff, is liable to be 
sued by tho purchasers for having sold 
thorn property it had no legal right to 
sell ; but tho owner of tho real estate 
can hold on to his property at all 
huzards. By tho passage of tho bill 
noii'justico will he done. Tho pur" 
chasers will receive the principal and 
nearly two years' interest, at tho rate 
of 21 por cent, per annum, and Gov- 
ernment ni I ho enabled to extricate 
ilsoll from a very ugly scrape. 

Protection, for Live Slock. 

Mr Maxwell, Irorn Suit Spring Is- 
land, relates a dolotul tale of tho state 
of affairs there. Fivo yours ago ho 
placed on his farm ono hundred and 
fifty head of cattlo. Since then ho 
has sold only lourtoon head, and to- 
day ho counts only the original num 
bor tha- ho imported — the increase 
having boon systematically slaughter- 
ed by Indian and white cattle thiovos 
Mr Greavy, of Plumper's Pass, told a 
similar story in tho Police Court the 
othor day. All tho settlers on tho Is- 
land havo suffered in a greater or less 
ratio. Protection for stock thoro is 
nono. Mr Maxwell says that within 
tho month ho has discovered the re- 
mains of fivo of his finest beeves, and 
that small stock are shot without num- 
ber and thoir carcasos c irried away for 
sale or consumption. Ii thoro no 
romedy for this great ovil 'I Wo may 
logislato to pro von t tho importation 
of livo stock, but how aro our farmers 
to supply tbo local demand if this 
illicit slaughter of thoir herds is to 
eontinuo ? At present, law is a mock- 
ery on thu Hast Coast, Farmers who 
havo invested thoir moans in livo 

tk are at tho moro/ of any mau- 
Rng savugo or whito villuin who 
miuko a fancy to roplonish his 
t tho oxpeuBo of tho man who 



has gono forth to 'subduo tho wildor* 
liess,' that has lain waste for untold coti- 
turios. Thoso mon paid Government for 
tho lands on which thoy havo located, 
and should and must bo protected 
from tho doprodations of villains who 
aro, drawing, as it woro, tho very 
life's blood from tho agricultural diss 
tricta. Tho " strong arm of tho Gov-* 
ornment " must make itself felt Boon, 
or thoro will bo torriblo work on tho 
Bast Coast. Tho sottlcrs have boon 
patient and forbearing for many 
years; but thoy cannot submit longer 
to havo thoir farms invaded and thoir 
property wantonly dostroyod or oar- 
lied olf to support a pack of follows 
too lazy to work. Wo aro admirers 
of law and order ; but thoro aro times 
when oven tho most law-abiding 
citizen may bo excused if bo takes 
matters into his own hands and motes 
out that punishment to evil-doors 
which the law proscribes, but which 
its oflicors aro too weak or inefficient 
to on force

There 
were two mil s at New Westminster that bad 
given up work, and one mill, worked by 
water, that the proprietor was prepared lo 
sell out lor 50 ents oo the dollar expended 
un the establishment. It five hundred mills 
were started, and were allowed the Iree :m- 
portalioo of goods, it would be the best 
speculation Government could enter into. 
He denied that a sawmill could make money 
and pay the Uuties. 

Hon Robson had no personal interest in 
the matter, yet be felt how important thu 
subject was and would test the patience ol 
the House by saying a lew words on the 
subject, He was aware a great prejudice 
existed in the minds ol hon members that 
any other brunch of industry might apply 
lor similar assistance., but no other branch ol 
industry occupied the same position as the 
lumber trade; it was in a Making state. Ii 
wub up hill work to carry on the lumber 
trade, but doubly so with the present heavy 
duties, as every article was now considerably 
higher lhan when the mill was started.

He was frightened by thu dreadful 
pictures draw n by hon members, and would 
vote lor the 60 cents drawback in order that 
tho lumber trade might be continued iu the 
colony. 

Hon Helmcken'e amendment to grant, n 
drawback ol ,00 cenls per M l«et was then 
carried. 

The Legal Professions' bill was considered 
in committee ol the w hole, Hon Frankly n in 
the chair.

" Givo me a place to rest my lover on," says 
Archimedes, " and I will niovo tbo world." 
''Givo me pure and unadulterated drugs," 
says Medicus of tho olden liuio, "audi will 
euro disease." 

In one sense, both of tbeso learned pundits 
were thu veriest charlatans. They knew there 
was no place to rest tbeir lever on, either to 
movo tho world or euro disease, Mechanism 
was in a backward stato, and tho medical pro- 
fession was but another name for sorcery, and 
all the adjuncts of magic filters and charms of 
the " evil eye," Ac. % 

But these latter days havo borne unto us 
something moro than even superstition and its 
crew ever dreamt of in their maddest pbiloso 
phy. In these days of practical scien"0, what 
w.is theory of yesterday is fact to-day, and all 
the old time notions become as bubbles in the 
sun, and burst and break with every breath we 
draw. 

Let Archimedes shoulder his lever and we 
will find a lusting place for it to move tho 
world.
